LOri.SVIIJ.E, Ky., Octob<T 22.— What promises 
to tK‘ the lx‘Kt autumn nieing ever earrietl on at 
Churchill Downs will Im* inaugurated tomorrow', when 
the nine da.vs’ iu«‘etiug. which terminates this 
year’s Kentucky racing, is i>ut under way. Thew* 
has never In'en a mon* ahundant list of horses in 
these parts to engage in fall ra»-ing and tiie diversi- 
fied program tliat secretary Shelley has constructed 
insures ample material for the different daily cards. 

The program for tlie opening da.v is a good one 
and has attacted many of the higher tyi>e of horses 
here. Tliis. tcM), in spite of the fact that the tra<*k 
will jirohably la? slow, as the cold, thrmiteniug 
Aveather has prevented it from drying to a satisfac- 
tory degree. Tin* Falls (Ut.v Handicap, w’itli its 
added, features the offerings and promises 
a splendid contest. Tlie surprising “come back,” 
.lack Hare Jr., is allotted the honor impost, con- 
<*eding much weight to tlie otliers, but his owner, W. 
E. Applegate, is sanguine that he Avill aeeomplisli 
the task and made known liis intention this after- 
noon of starting him in the racs*. He will be 
e<aipled with Minto II. as an entry, laith horses 
being trained b.v Kay Spenee. The recently arrived 
Midway, winner of the Clark Handiei.p and the 
Kentucky Handicap over this track during the spring 
meeting, is among the prosi»ective starters in the 
race and is uttra<*tiug considerable attention. 

Four of the setTn dashtm have the limit numbe.- 
of starters carded and an indication of the owners’ 
desii*e to race tlMir charges Is indicated in the 
forty -nine “throw outs’’ from three of tlie races. 

Busy scenes Avere again the rule at Ciiurcliill 
Downs throughout the dliy, arrivals from I.«itonia 
being numerous and steady. The new’comers met 
Avlth no mishaps en route and Avere put aw’ay iii their 
respective quarters in satisfactory fashion. All 
avniluhle stable space at the Downs is occupied and 
Douglas Park has bc-eu called on to serA'e as <iuar- 
ters for many of the horses. Of those tliat are 
located at Douglas Park noAV. many oAvners will ar 
range to make tlieir present quarters permanent 
ones for tlie Avi liter. 

Box and club reservations for the coming meet 
iiig has exceeded former demands for a fall terra 
<»f racing and the s(K*ial element Avhich Avi.ll be in 
dally attendance promises to be as numerous as 
♦luring the spring meeting. 

Tuesda.y. October 28, has l*een set asule as 
“Army Day.’’ and tlie boys now in (’amp Zachary 
'ra 3 *lor, which includes “I’ershing’s Owm,’’ tlie 
“Fighting First,’’ with (Vneral Summeral at its 
liead, Avill lx* tlie guests of tlie track. The ('liureliill 
Dow’iis management is making elaborate plans for 
tln‘ entertainment of the soldiers, their commander 
and his staff and several high-class featim»s in a 
racing Avay are under consideration for the occa 
sion. 

HACING TO BEGIN EACH DAY AT 2 P. M. 

A departure fr.om former years Avill be the be- 
ginning of racing at 2 p. in. dail.v iiistea<l of 
2;1.'5 p. in. Tlie shortness of the daj’s. coupled 
Avitli the fact that the time Avill be moved up sin 
Innir soon, is resiionsible for the change. 

F'acilitii^s for tlie sj>e<n la lively inclined are again 
ample, and a force of l(>r> men Avill be under 
Eugene Elrod’s direction in the various mntuel 
♦leimrtments to cxi»edite the wagering. Provision 

has also been made for the clnhhonse contingent, 
and the exclusive ones will not find it necessary to 
go to the main pavilion to place a modest sum on 
their resiKctive fancies in the different dashes. 

Manj' of the oAvners here are iilreadj' making plans 
to shii> immediately after tlie racing here closes. 
Those intending to campaign next Aviuter are placing 
orders for cars to .New Orleans and Cuba. The 
contingent for the Crescent (’ity Avill be an ex- 
tensive one, and the express companies Avill be put 
t«» a test to piMvide the necessary ♦siiiipnient to 
transfer the many liorses Avhoso owners have made 
known their intention of going to New' Orleans 
for the meetings at Jefferson Park and tlie Fair 
<; rounds. 

James Moody is here arranging for passports for 
the horsemen and jo(*k«*ys who are going to Havana 
next Avinter. He receivcsl a number of applications 
for passiiorts tislay, and with Charles Laiisdale, 
one of the stewarils at Oriental P:irk. he Avill have 
them acted upon by the government within the next 
few’ da^’s, so as to avoid tUdaj’s in leaving on the 
l»art of those* seeking them. 

(’, W. ('lurk, Montana copper king. avIio has a 
stable of horses racing here in charge of Oeorgo 
V. Barnes, brought a party of friends here, con- 
sisting of Dr. Max Kothschild and F. E. Shaw’ of 
Man Francis<*o ami Sidney (\ Ixwe of Detroit. They 
Avill remain for the entire meeting.

PURSES IN ENGLAND AND AMERICA 



As an instance of racing Aalnes in England and 
tlieir burden, the Sporting Chronicle displays the 
figures at (latAvick for September 2.‘>, Avlieii six 
races of the value of .57..^»(K) Avere run. In three 
♦)f these races owners’ inone.v gave a surplus of 
$1,000 and in the other three tlie club ]»aid $1,050 
toAA'ard the purses, so that the total ilJiy’s cost for 
the six races and $7,500 purses to the executive 
AA’08 $50. Of course, this Avas a striking example, 
but the daily average of costs for racing prizes in 
England is extremely low’ and in startling con- 
trast to racing organizatUm offerings to owners in 
this country. 

CURRENT NOTES OF THE TURF 

Five of the tliirty leading money -Avinning horses 
of 1919 have not been unplaced in a race this year, 
the.v being Man o’ War. Sir Burton, I’urcliase, Mad 
llatter, Lnciillite and Cudgel.

Md., ()ctol>.*r 22.— The Manor Handi- 
cap for tAvo-. year- olds, at one mile, was provuled 
as an attraction by the Lann-l management this 
afternoon. It brought out a good field and fur- 
nished a stirring contest. Max Ilirsch furnished 
the Avinner in On Watch, Avhich carried the colors 
of G. W. Ixift. Kelsay rushed On Watch to the 

front and, after opening up an easy lead, rated his 
mount in front until the last sixteenth, Avhen he had 
to hustle him to Avithstand tlie closing rush of 

('onstancy. The latter finished fast and w’as only 
lM*aten u neck. Incidentally it was the fourth 

straight victory for On Watch. 

Billy Kelly sho\A’c*d a return to his best form 
AA’lK*n he conceded lumps of Aveight to some gAM>d 
horses and won the three-quarters of a mile all 
age handicap in easy fasliion.

Jockey Knapp Avas snsiiemUsl for the remainder 
of the meeting by starter Milton follow’iiig his 
effort on Sun Briar at the start of the fifth race. 
Dapp was placMHl on the si’liooling list for liis 
fractions actions AA’hilc at the iK>st in the same race. 

Blazes. Capt. I’arr’.s good tAA’o- year -old, has lieeii 
doing so Avell siu(*e his n*covery from the slight 
accident that happened to him that Billy Garth, 
his trainer, has deciderl to give liim at least one 
race lK*fore the rnniiing of tlie Walden at Pimlico 
next month.

LEADING WINNERS BRED IN KENTUCKY 



Man o’ Wair, Sir Baxton, Mad Hatter and Others 
Products of Blue Grass State Breeding Farms. 



LEXINGTON, Ky.. October 22.— While the ma- 
jority of the rich turf prizes in Kentucky this year 
AAere Avon by eastern owned horses, tliere is some 
♦•onsolation found iu the fact that practically all of 
them were bred in this state. Man o’ War as 
an example among the two-year-olds, and Sir 
Barton, Be Frank, Billy Kelly and Mad Hatter of 
tlie older lioi-ses are all products of the Blue Grass. 
On Watch, the most recent conqueror of the Avesterii 
stars, is another Kentucky -bred, having been foaled 
iu the Kingston Stud of Jame.s (^orrigan. Kentucky 
loses nothing of her prestige as a nursery for the 
blood horse, even though racing stables from this 
.section have this jear at least lH*eii forced to 
submit t<> defeat at the hands of owners of horses 
from east of the Alleghenies. 

Mad Hatter, Aviuiier of the I.4itonia Championship 
Stakes, is distinctly the product of August Belmont’s 
NnrsiTy Stud near I>*.\iiigtoii, no fewer tlian eight 
Individuals among tlie members of his immediate 
family having been bnsl iir ow’ned at that famous 
Imssling establishment, something that has probably 
never lM*fore bt*en the case in any stud in this couii- 
trj’. His sire. Fair Play, w’as brisl there, as was 
iiis dam. Madcap; Hastings aa’us owned during his 
stud ♦•areer at the Bine Grass farm. Rwk Sand, 
sire of Madcap, came to the Nui*serj’ from Exiglan^l, 
and founded a tribe from wliich have come many 
Avinners Akf imi>ortant eA’cnts, and in succe.ssion 
came Madge, by Rajoii d’Or, the former bred 
and the latter ow’ned there; I^ady Margaret, by 
The III Used, both of whicli lived ami died on the 
Kentucky estate, while I..ady Rosebery, by King- 
fisher. ended her days at the same place. Fairy 
A^old. the dam of Fair PIa>’, also proiluced Avhile 
at the Nursery the present premier in the famous 
stud, as AA’ell as Friar Rock, cne of tlie greatest 
of the many race horses sent forth from its pad 
docks. 



EDMOND BLANC’S COSTLY PURCHASES 



The rei*ord for a yearling iu France was left far 
behind when in Beptemlier Edmond Blanc gave at 
the Estabiissement (’heri sale $25,(170 for the chest- 
nut colt Ksar, by Brnleur — Kizil Konrgan. by 

Omnium II. Kizil Koiirgau, which died last May. 
was lH>rn in 1899 and had a remarkably suri’essfiil 
♦ areer on the ra^*e course, securing for Mr. E. 
de Saint-Alary the French One Thousand Guineas, 
the Oaks aiul the (^rand Prix de Paris. Her sire 
ind <lam AA’ore both classic AVinners, Omnium II 

securing tlie French Derby and the Prix du Comseil 
Municipal twice, while lu*r dam, Kasbah. a direct 
descendant of Pocahontas, took the French Oaks. 
Kizil Konrgan retireii to the stud iu 1903 and 
Iiroved a regular breeder, among the best of her 
l>roduce ln‘ing Kenilw’orth, by (’hiltlwick, a good 
stajer and sire in Australia, Avhere he changed 
hands at auction last Septembi*r for 4*1(M) guineas, 
while among his progeny is Wolaroi, winner of 
the Victoria Racing (’luh Derby in 1910. Khedive 

III. is also a son ♦if Kizil Koiirgan. Mr. Blanc lias 

thus tAvo remarkable n*cords to his credit, for it 
vA’as he who gave 37.500 guineas, the reeord price 
for a hoi*se at public auction, for Flying Fox 
when the late Duke of Westminster’s horses came 
up for sale at Kingselere on Thursday, March 8, 
1900. The present ♦*olt is liescribed as a magnifi- 
cent yearling, and <*ertainly he ♦■onid not claim 
higher lineage, for in addition to his dam. Brnlenr, 
his sire, also aa’oii the Grand Prix de Paris. 



“WAR REFUGEE” WINS CAVALRY TEST 



AYER. Mass., Octolx'r 22. — It AA'ns a war refugee 
horse Avhich ♦•aptnred the three hundred-mile en- 
durance race for cavalry mounts that Avas deciiled 
here Sunday. After Ramla, the little Arab marc, 
had lM*cn priKdainunl best of the six survivors of 
the condition tests of the long trial, it w’as learned 
that she AA’as brought to this country as a result 
of Avar conditions. The horse was one of tlie famous 
.\rabs in the stables of Lady Anne Blount in Suf- 
folk. England, and because of feed shortage there 
in the spring of 1918 Avith others Avas sold to W. 
R. BroAvii of Berlin, N. 11., that they might be 
adeejuately fed.

NO RACING INTERRUPTION AT BOWIE 



Plans Are Nearing Completion for Banner Meeting 
During Latter Half of November. 



BAI.TIMORE, Md.. Octedar 22.— There will be no 
temporary interruption of the coiitimiity of raidng at 
Prin<*e (ieorges Park. BoAA’ic. under the auspices of 
the Southern Maryland Agricultural Association, as 
Avas feared last spring Avhen the court of last resort 
ill the Old Line State decUired unconstitutional the 
act under w’liich racing had been conducted iu Prince 
(jtoorges (’ounty since 1914. General manager James 
F. O’Hara, of the Bowie track, set a staff of law- 
y<*rs at W’ork on the old Maryland statutes relating 
to racing as soon as the adverse decision of the 
court Avas lianded down, and it was di.scovered that 
under an act of 1892, racing may be conducted at 
PrinA*e Georges Park under precisely the same condi- 
tions ns obtaiimd under the invalid act. 

So ]Mr. O’Hara ami clerk of the course Joseph 
Mcljennan. Avho is acting as one of the placing 
judges at Laurel Park, have gone ahead w’ith 
preparations for the usual fall meeting. And su- 
perintendent Richard Pending is busy fixing up his 
stables for ui’commodation of the most ♦•onsider- 
able colon.v of thoroughbreds that eA’er haA’e as- 
sembletl at the semthern Maryland track. So great 
alreacly is the demand for stabling sii|>erintendent 
E’ending Avishes to iiotif.v horsemen that he Avill not 
be able to house yearlings. Only horses of racing 
age Avill find shelter at Prince Ge<»rges I’ark this 
fall. But tlK‘re w’ill b«* plenty of room for horses 
of the riglit sort. The crush at Prince Georges Park 
Avill be nnnsnally heaA’y this year bei*ause there Avill 
be no (‘oinpetition for racing mat<>rlal before Thunks- 
giving, Avliea tlie first of the winter meetings at 
Ne\A’ Orleans — tlie Jefferson Park meeting — will be- 
gin. to run until the first of Junnnry. 

The Bowie meeting Avill follow on tlie heels of that 
of tlK* Maryland Jockey l.’lnb at Pimlico. The 
horses Avill at Prince Georges Park fourteen 

days all told and, thanks to the arrangement of the 
track, it Avill be iwssible to offer profitable em- 
ployment for sprinters of all sorts as Avell as for 
long distaiic*e runiK*rs. The seven-eighths chute, 
the only one in Mar.vland, enaldes Mr. McLa'iiuaii 
to promote sprints at six and a half furlongs and 
seA’eii -eighths of a mile, and sucli middle distances 
admirably suit many horses that like to go farther.

LONG DISTANCE RACING AT PIMLICO 



Bowie and Pimlico Cups Attractive Becord- Breaking 
Entry List of the Best Horses. 



BALTIMORE, Md., October 22. — Long distance 
racing iu the cast will reach the summit of excel- 
lence Avhile the horses are at Pimlico in November 
for the fall meeting of the Maryland Jockey Club, 
which will begin on the 1st of November and run 
eloA’en days. All the best long distance runners that 
have lingered about New York for the fall meetings 
of the Metropolitan and Queens County Jockey Chibs 
and the Emiiire City Racing Association Avill have 
as.sembled in Maryland by the eml of next AA’eek. 
There Avill be no racing in Kentucky after the last 
AA’eek of Octolier. 

The t'.A’o great long ♦listance races for horses three 
.years old and oA’er to be decided at Pimlico in 
November are the $10, (MM) liowie Cup. a handicap 
at one mile and a half, and the $5,(MM) 1’imlu‘o 
Cup. a liaiidicap at two miles and a quarter. The 
Bowie is a long-established si»ecial of country -AV’ide 
ixipnlarity. It has been Avon by some famous 
horses in the past, notably Zens, Fitz Herbert, 
Westy Hogan. George Smith, Buskin, Stromlioli, 
Short Grass .and Flying F’airy. 

The Pimlico Cup is a brand-new’ race. It Avill 
have its iiiangnral running next moiitli. The BoAvie 
lias attracted 109 iioiniiiations. the Pimlico Cup 100. 
One hiindred nominations is something of a record 
for a two mile and a quarter race to lx* run in 
Novemlier. Proniiiict iiinoiig the formidable eli- 
giblcs for the BoAvie and tin* Pimlici) Cups are Fairy 
Wand. Nutcracker, Be Frank, Kashmir. Cudgel, Sir 
Barton, Boniface. Foreground, Conduit, Lueiillite, 
V^alor. Thunderclap. Mad Hatter, Corn Tassel, Ex- 
terminator, Sun Briar, Lillian Shaw’. Translate, 
Wo<Kltrap. Midway, Ophelia. Blairgow’rie, L’Errant, 
Rapid Daj’, Sunnyland ami Trojan. 



ARGENTINE VIEW OF BREEDING RACERS 



I think it w’ill be of interest to many breeders 
if I quote the folloAving excerpt from a letter I 
IniA’e just received frinn my friend, that best and 
keenest of giuHl sixirtsmcn Mr. Martinez de Hoz, 
the well-known South American bi*ee<ler and owner 
of tlioronglihreds, and president of the Argentine 
Jockey Clnb. It contains some cogent views on 
the necessity of careful selection in the muting of 
race horses. He writes: “I liave done, ami am 

doing, my best to breed some gtKKl horses. Since 
getting back here five years in October. I have 
bought all the best mares purchasable with a real 
good peiligree and good ix'rfonmince. i. e.: their 
Jams and graiiddams must all lie performers; in 
other Avords, from racing families, as to my idea 
and experhmee it is the oiilj’ Ava.v to get nu“e 

horses. Even then, however, it is a hit of a lot- 
tery. What must it be if they have no racing 
record? 

“I think the dam lias .a greater part of the 

making of the character of the race horse. Heredity 
is the strongest of all conditions. One has to 

study to breed anything good. I notice one has 
to study even the ♦*onditinns in which the dam ran, 
viz., ill the lead, in the bunch, or right hack. 
I had a mare that aaoii $40,000, and she ahvajs 
led. She bred a filly that Ave could not Avin a 
rat-e with till I made m.v jockey rai*e lier for all 
she was worth in the lead. After that trial she 
Avon $22,5(M) for me. and Avas a erack over three 
quarters and seven-eighths. She was by 1.^? Samari 
tain, grandfather of The Tetrarch. Her brother 

by Uraganonr is the same — he likes the leaii. In 
tiie only two ra<*es lie lost out of eight outings he 
failed because he got nimhllcd up at the start and 
could not get the lead. For this year I am sorry 
to say it Avill be <'uite impossible for me to get 
aAA’ay, as not imly have I my oami things to attend 
to. but as jiresident of the Jockey (Mnh I have an 
enormous lot of work, as all the pari-mutuel busi- 
ness of the country has to go through my hands, 
dividing its results to the different institutions 
the laAV commands, besides having to look after the 
social clnb Avith its 1,887 members.’’ — “Audax” in 
Horse and Hound. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., October 22.— Tlie Bedford 
Selling Stakes, with $1,5(M) added, for three-year- 
olds and ♦)A’cr, at about three-quarters of a mile. 
AA’as the outstanding featim* at the Yonkers track 
tcKla.v and W’as ♦•ontested by a field of six well- 
kiioAvii .qirinters, among which Pickwick ami Toto 
carried the holies of the majority of thi>se specu- 
latively incliiiHl. the remainder of the field attract- 
ing scant attention. Toto, fleetest of foot at the 
start, rnshe^l into a goml lead, w’liich he muintaineAl 
until AAell ♦loAvii the stretch, where Yonnec*d headeil 
him momentarily until Pickwick, saved from the 
earl.v p;ut* under <me of Ensor’s best judged rides, 
challenged, and iu a stirring drive was a length 
ill front at the finish. Youiieed made a brilliant 
showing, only to give Avay to the sniierlority of the 
Ulamy gelding and outstayed Toto for second money. 
Toto set a hot pace, but tired in the final six- 
teenth. He lasted long enough to get the small 
l»ortion ♦if the stakes from Ultima Tlinle, W'hlcli 
ran a goinl race under weak handling. 

Wlieii John 1. Day was retnrneil the winner of 
the fifth race it marki‘d a double win for owner 
W. V. Casey, he having also s<*ored Avith Bright 
Gold. Butwcll saved liis mount in the early racing, 
moved him up Avith a rush in the stretch, and won 
easily. Koh-i-Noor, the favorite, ran a good race 
for her new oAvner, (J. P€‘terson, securing second 
pl*eu- eatdiy. Ilindoostao hung on well enough to 
get' tliird iilaee from Paddy, w’iiich ran a game race 
throughout. 

May Alley, running in greatly improved form 
over her recent efforts, accounted for the opening 
♦lash for maiden youngsters and proved best in a 
furious drive iu the last sixteenth. Locust Leaves 
outstayed SAAirl, Avhich tired after making the early 
pace. 

But well’s energetic finish enabled Bright Gold to 
score in the second ra<?e by a head, in which the 
tvA’o- year -olds AA’ere asked to go a mile. Heavy 
Weapon finished Avith a rush, just failing to get 
lip after ine<*ting Avith interference iu the final 
racing. Thuuderbird, the fav’orite, running in the 
colors of M. Bernard, her new oAViicr, and favorite, 
was the inedinin of heavy speculation, but w’as never 
dangerous at any time. At the conclusion of the 
race ji»ckey Carroll claimed a foul against the Avln- 
iier, Avhicli, after some considenitiou by the stew- 
ards. was not alloAvecl. 

Fred Feiicliler, a prominent business man of El 
Paso, Tex., and stockhohlcr in the J^X'key Clnb at 
Juarez, av:is a visitor and will remain fur the re- 
mainder of the meeting. 

The Marrone Stable furnished a good thing in 
Dandy Dude, Avlimer of the third race, the Jack 
Point gelding moving up rapidly on the backstret<*h 
and. going into a good lead, aa’oii unexteiuled. Poilu 
pursued the Ic.ader throughout and secured second 
jilace handily from Hohokns. Alvord, the favorite, 
quit after shoAviiig earlj’ speed.
